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Ground-breaking 
set Oct. 8 for Early 
Childhood Dev. Center

A ground-breaking has been set for 5 
p.m., Thursday, Oct. 8, at the construction 
site of the Van Buren Public Schools Early 
Childhood Development Center at 451 W. 
Columbia Ave. in Belleville. 

School Board president Amy Pearce 
had asked for a ceremonial opening to 
construction on the site between the high 
school and the bus garage, purchased from 
the catholic church. 

The project is part of the $35.49 million in 
a series of three bonds approved by voters 
in 2019 for this construction, along with 
work at current schools in years to come. 

At Monday’s regular meeting of the 
school board, via Zoom, School Supt. Pete 
Kudlak said the school board will take part 
in the ceremonial ground-breaking, with 
hard hats and shovels, along with Granger 
Construction, Plante Moran, and others. 

He said community dignitaries have been 
invited. 

Supt. Kudlak said the building doesn’t 
have a name and board vice president 
Susan Featheringill asked them to be sure 
the initials for any name are appropriate 
when writing them as a shortcut. 

Earlier in the meeting, the board 
approved an agreement with Intertek-PSI 
for a not-to-exceed amount of $21,907, 
pending final review of terms by district 
legal counsel, with a project contingency 
of $5,500. 

This is for material-testing services 
for construction of the Early Childhood 
Development Center and was discussed at 
the last board meeting, with Rob Kakoczki 
of Plante Moran CRESA giving the details. 

He said they reached out to six firms for 
proposals and received four. Intertek-PSI 
was recommended. 

Kakoczki said PSI will be called upon 
by Granger Construction Company as

All homes, businesses in VBT to get new water meters

All homes and businesses in Van Buren 
Township will get new water meters at an 
estimated total cost of $2.4-$2.8 million 
because the township’s present system 
is being phased out by the vendor. At its 
Sept. 15 Zoom meeting, the VBT Board of 
Trustee approved going out for proposals on 
the project. 

Water and Sewer Director James Taylor, 
who called it the Advanced Metering 
Infrastructure (AMI) program, explained 
the situation. 

Director Taylor said the existing system 
and meters are technologically outdated, a 
“closed architectural system.” 

He said there no longer is time for gradual 
replacement as they have been doing 
because the vendor is closing down. So far, 
the township has replaced about 1,000 units. 

“We have funds in our account to pay for 
this and there will be no additional cost to 
users,” Taylor said. 

ITRON, who created the present 
water meters and the system and is 
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decommissioning it as of Dec. 31, 2020, has 
agreed to give VBT a basic level of service 
until the township’s replacement project is 
complete. 

The project is recommended by the Water 
and Sewer Commission. 

Trustee Kevin Martin asked how long it 
would be before the township has to replace 
the meters again. 

Taylor said these new meters could be 
used with other systems. He said the system 
the township had was a specific meter for a 
specific system. He said the lifespan for a 
meter is usually 20-30 years. 

Trustee Paul White asked if these meters 
will be inside or outside of people’s home. 

Taylor said the meters have to be inside, 
so they don’t freeze, but the readers are 
outside. He said for this “open architecture” 
system a vendor will install them in six to 
eight months at about 10-14 a day. 

“We will notify people ahead of time for 
accessibility to the house,” Taylor said. 

He said about ten years ago the township 
replaced the meters wholesale and now 
they are outdated because they are tied to a 
specific technology. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-22- 
minute Zoom meeting before 27 viewers, 
the board: 

e Approved selection of REVIZE of 11 
bidders for the new township website 


project at a cost of $19,650 for the initial 
redesign, with $4,700 annually for onward 
support. An optional five-year agreement 
which includes a locked-in rate and free 
website redesign after the fourth year was 
also approved. It is expected the new site 
will be up in from 17-23 weeks; 

e Approved the application from Banotai 
Farms, 6981 Rawsonville Rd., for a parcel 
of 15 acres behind the greenhouse to be 
included in the Farmland and Open Space 
Preservation Program for ten years. This 
land preservation for farm use will give it 
tax exemptions. Dan Power, director of 
planning and economic development, said 
10-15% of land in Wayne County takes part 
in this program. Banotai also did it in 2011, 
which was approved by the board; 

e Discussed and then unanimously 
approved the Election Specialist job 
description and the personal services 
agreement with Election Clerk Brittany 
Beaudry to fill this position effective Jan. 1 
with a new salary of $51,800, a $6,000 raise. 
Beaudry currently is election clerk and is in 
the union. With this job she will no longer 
be in the union. This new position was hotly 
discussed at length during the recent budget 
session. Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
said Clerk Leon Wright’s intention is to 
have Beaudry ready to go as deputy clerk

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5 candidates run for 4 seats open on Belleville Area Library Board 


Voters will be asked to fill four seats on 
the Belleville Area District Library Board 
in the Nov. 3 general election. There are 
three 4-year seats open and one 2-year 
partial-term open. 

On the ballot for the four-year terms 
are three incumbents: Joy Cichewicz of 
Sumpter Township, Alma Hughes Grubbs 
of Van Buren Township, John Juriga of 
Belleville, and one newcomer James 
Chapman of Van Buren Township. 

Filing for the two-year term is former 
board member Tanya Stoudemire-Phillips 
of Van Buren Township, who on July 14 
was appointed to fill the seat recently 
vacated by Barbara Gates, who moved 
from the library district. Stoudemire- 
Phillips is running to retain that seat. 

Joy Cichewicz

She graduated from Eastern 
Michigan University with a Bachelor of 
Science degree and Wayne State University 
with a Master in Library Science. 

Cichewicz was appointed to the board 
when the library became a district library 
in 2010. She then was elected to office in 
2012 and reelected in 2016. She also has 
served on the Sumpter Township Planning 
Commission for 10 years.

VBT Planners send 
proposed RM zoning 


changes to twp. board

On Sept. 23 by Zoom, the Van Buren 
Township Planning Commission held 
a one-minute, Zoom public hearing, at 
which nobody spoke, and then approved 
amendments to the RM, Multiple Dwelling 
Residential District and sent them on to the 
township board for final action. 

The proposed amendments would allow 
and create regulations for single-family 
detached dwellings at a density of 6-7 units 
per acre as a permitted land use by right 
in the RM, Multiple Dwelling Residential 
District. 

Dan Power, director of planning and 
economic development, reminded the 
commission there have been meetings to 
discuss these amendments in June, August, 
and September. 

The amendments would make way 
for the detached, single-family housing 
development planned by Scott Jones on 
lakeside property next to Sandy’s Marina. 

The amendments lay out a plan for Edge 
lots, that would be 7,200 square feet and 
Interior lots that would be smaller, at 
6,300 square feet. Edge homes would have 
minimum square foot floor area per unit 
of 1,250 and Interior homes minimum of 
1,000 square feet. 

The minimum side yard setbacks would 
be 10 feet on each side of an Edge home 
for a total of 20 feet. For an Interior 
home, minimum side setbacks would be a 
minimum of 5 feet and a total of the two 
sides at 15 feet. 

The proposal calls for alleyways behind 
Interior lots, at the discretion of the 
planning commission. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said it should 
depend on the plan presented.

Zoom Court Watching 
Live exam set for Parker 


on 14 felony charges in 
Van Buren Township

Kenneth Lamont Parker, 40, of Ypsilanti 
is being held in the Wayne County Jail on 
$1 million cash or surety bond on 14 felony 
charges. 

He is charged with criminal sexual 
conduct — first degree, assault with intent 
to rob while armed, four counts of assault 
with a dangerous weapon (felonious 
assault), aggravated assault, six counts of 
felony firearms — second offense notice, 
and one count of firearms, possession by 
a felon on July 31 in Van Buren Township. 

Appointed defense attorney Ben Gondek, 
at the probable cause conference on 
Sept. 23, told 34" District Court Chief 
Judge Brian Oakley that he wants a live 
preliminary exam for his client. 

The live exam was set for 1:30 p.m., Nov. 
4 before Judge Oakley.

On Sept. 23, Judge Oakley also said 
he will set a live exam for Ashley Ryan 
Hampton, 37, of River Rouge. He is facing 
three charges of criminal sexual conduct — 
1* degree (relationship) on Jan. 1, 2014 in 
Sumpter Township. 

He was arraigned Sept. 1 and is free 
on $5,000 personal bond and ordered not 
to have contact with the victim. Defense 
attorney is Thomas Reed Quartz. 

Prosecutor Abigail McIntyre said the 
CSC charges are a mandatory hold of a 
preliminary exam for the people. In a Sept. 
17 hearing the prosecutor’s motion to 
amend bond was denied. 

Steven Patrick Murray 

Judge Oakley set a live preliminary exam 
for 3 p.m., Sept. 30, for Steven Patrick 
Murray, 57, of Wayne.

them. Wright said, so far, the township had 
8,690 absentee ballot requests; and 

e Heard Supervisor McNamara say two 
years ago it was announced the township 
got a new SMART bus and then it was 
announced this year VBT would get another 
bus and, “both came in last week.”

needed for testing services throughout the 
construction project. 

In a memo, PSI said it would provide 
experienced technical personnel to 
provide materials testing and construction 
observation services for new construction 
of a 32,000-square-foot, single-story 
building.

He said, so far, the district has received an 
average of $1.6 million per year from the 
millage. He said it can only be put on the 
ballot in even-number years and since it 
expires in the fall of 2022, if it fails now 
it could not be put on the ballot again until 
after it expired; 

e Approved the purchase of 1,000 
Chromebooks from Stratix at a total cost 
of $345,000, which will be available the 
first week of November. Sean Garland, 
IT Network Administrator, said these 
devices will help supplement the in-person 
Chromebook counts at the elementary 
schools and set the district up for a quick 
response in the event there is a need to 
close the district to in-person learning and 
send all students home to learn remotely. 
Funding sources for this purchase are from 
the ESSER and CARES Act federal grants; 

e Approved purchase of 100 Chromebooks 
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from SHI at a total cost of $32,115 to 
provide devices to additional staff that 
don’t already have them to support remote 
learning; 

e Heard Kakoczki give a dashboard report 
on the 2019 bond of $35,490,000, which 
he said he will do quarterly. He listed the 
projects and said the Early Childhood 
Development Center is expected to be 
finished next August; 

e In response to a Zoom question 
about students absent from school for 
quarantines, Kudlak said there were six 
students, two groups of siblings, that have 
been in quarantine and are coming back. 
He said the close contact with a positive 
case did not happen at school; 

e Heard Curriculum Director Jeff 
Moore report that the district has received 
$3,069,164 in various grant funds to help 
with providing education through the 
coronavirus pandemic. Financial Director 
Sara Cortese said some of the funding has 
been confusing because what it can be used 
for is not specific; 

e Heard Director of Human Resources 
Abdul Madyun say he is meeting with 
unions to make sure everything is going 
well. Kudlak asked jokingly if there 
were no “global pandemic” clauses in 
the contracts and Madyun said there 
weren’t. He also noted new forms for 
Title IX harassment complaints are being 
developed, in accordance with the new 
law; and 

e Heard Kudlak thank Atchinson Ford 
for 4,000 masks donated and delivered by 
Medina Atchinson. He said the district got 
a total of about 20,000 donated masks from 
various sources, including RESA.
